At the one hundred thirty-ninth annual meeeting of 
the voters of the town of Northfield holden at the town 
house, in said town, March 11th, 1919. 

The meeting was called to order and the warrant read 
by the moderator, E. R. Gale, at 10 o’clock in the fore- 
noon. | 
On motion of Gawn E. Gorrell it was voted to act on 
ig hard? 

The articles of the warrant were disposed of as fol- 
lows: 

Art. 1. For Town CrierK—Harold A. Woodward 
had 90 votes, and Harold A. Woodward having all the 
votes cast was, by the moderator, declared elected. 

For Town TREASURER—Obe G. Morrison had 90 
votes, and Obe G. Morrison having all the votes cast was, 
by the moderator, declared elected. 

For SELECTMEN—Gawn E. Gorrell had 90 votes, Wal- 
ter B. Hill had 90 votes, Stanton E. Smith had 88 votes, 
and Gawn E. Gorrell, Walter B. Hill and Stanton E. 
Smith having all the votes cast were, by the moderator, 
declared elected. 

For Roap AcENtTs—William H. C. Hill (Village) had 
90 votes, J. Frank Marden (East End) had 90 votes, 
Carmen Southwick (West End) had 90 votes and Wil- 
ham H. C. Hill, J. Frank Marden and Carmen South- 
wick having all the votes cast were, by the moderator, 
declared elected.

Art. II—On motion of Mr. C. P. Herrick it was voted 
to raise and appropriate $1000 (one thousand dollars) to 
defray town charges. 

Art. I1].—On motion of Mr. Gawn Gorrell it was vo- 
ted to raise and appropriate $3800 (three thousand eight 
hundred dollars) for the repairing of highways and 
bridges. ; 

Art. IV.—On motion of Mr. Charles Stevens it was 
voted to accept State Aid for highways and to appropri- 
ate suflicient money for same. 

Art. V.—On motion of Mr. Joseph Morrison it was 
voted to accept and adopt the reports of the town officers 
as printed. 

Art. VIOn.- motion of \;Mr C:° P: Herrick it was 
voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $60 (sixty dol- 
lars) to defray the expenses of Memorial Day. 

Art. VII—On motion of Mr. Stanton Smith it was 
voted to ratify the action of the Selectmen and to con- 
gratulate them on purchasing the Park and Crusher lots 
and Scarifer. 

Art. VIII.—On motion of Mr. C. P. Herrick it was 
voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $700 (seven 
hundred dollars) for State Highway Maintenance. 

Art. IX.—On motion of Mr. Gawn Gorrell the town 
clerk was instructed to cast one ballot for Chas. P. Her- 
rick for Trust Fund Trustee for three years. 

ArT. X.—On motion of Mr. C. P. Herrick it was vo- 
ted to pass this article. 

ArT. XI—On motion of Mr. C. P. Herrick it was vo- 
ted to raise and appropriate the sum of $100 (one hun- 
dred dollars) for improving the public cemeteries of the 
town. 
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Art. XII—On motion of Mr. C. P. Herrick it was 
voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $1500 (fifteen 
hundred dollars) to complete the work on Elm, Bay and 
Summer Streets. 

Art. XIII—On motion of Mr. C. P. Herrick it was 
voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $400 (four 
hundred dollars) to widen the west end and south side 
of Howard Ave. | 

Art. XIV.—On motion of Mr. C. P. Herrick it was 
voted that the Moderator appoint a committee to report 
at next town meeting regarding the establishing a _per- 
manent Honor Roll or Memorial for our boys who served 
in the World War. 

Committee Chosen—C. P. Herrick, (Chairman), Gawn 
¥. Gorrell, Harold A. Woodward, Natt. Burleigh, Dr. E. 
D. Forrest. 

Art. XV.—On motion of Mr. C. P. Herrick it was 
voted that a portion of the Crusher lot be used for a 
town dump. The dump to be open one day per week 
and properly taken care of; the Selectmen being author- 
ized to impose a fine of $20 on any person found dump- 
ing on any other than the specified days, $10 of which 
shall go to the informer. 

Art. XVI.—On motion of Mr. Gawn Gorrell it was 
voted to exempt from local taxation, for a term of ten 
years, the new mill and equipment of the Tilton Optical 
Co., as requested in the warrant, by a polled vote of 37 
to 12. 

Art. XVII.—On motion of Mr. C. P. Herrick it was 
voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $600 (six hun- 
dred dollars) for a district nurse. 

Art. XVIII.—No further business coming before the 
meeting it was voted to adjourn without date.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Boards and Citizens of the School Dis- 
tricts of Tilton Union, Tilton Town, and Northfield. 


The common interests which these three districts have 
make it convenient and perhaps desirable for me to sub- 
mit a report in this form. A thoughtful citizen of North- 
field recently said to me that in his opinion the educa- 
tional interests of the whole community would be better 
served if these three districts were united into one school 
district. Was he right? I pass this query on to you. 

The recent school legislation which became fully effec- 
tive September 1, 1919, is of such far reaching impor- 
tance and will have such a bearing on the future manage- 
ment and conduct of the schools that it seems fitting that 
certain features of it should be noted in this report. This 
law created a state board of education of five members, 
in addition to the governor as member ex officio. This 
board is granted the same powers of management, super- 
vision and direction over all public schools in this state 
as the directors of the ordinary business corporation have 
over the business of the corporation, except as its duties 
and powers may be limited by law. Among other duties 
the state board was directed to combine the several 
school districts of the state into supervisory unions and 
upon the nomination by the local school boards of each 
supervisory union of a suitable and competent person to 
employ such person as superintendent. Our union is off- 
cially known as Tilton Union No. 59. In addition to the 
three local districts it includes Belmont and Gilford. In 
all there are thirty-three public school teachers at work 
in this union. Because of its relations with the Tilton 
districts Tilton Seminary is also a part of the union. 

The law makes it obligatory upon local school boards 
to maintain standard elementary schools, and defines 2 
standard school as one (1) maintained at least thirty-six 
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weeks in each year, (2) in a suitable building, (3) 
equipped with approved furniture, books, maps and other 
necessary appliances, (4) taught by an approved teacher, 
(5) directed and supervised by an approved superinten- 
dent, (6) with suitable care for the health and physical 
welfare of all the pupils. 

The minimum amount of school money required by law 
is the amount produced by a tax of $3 50 on a thousand 
dollars of the inventory. In order that the maintenance 
of the schools as required may not be too great a finan- 
cial burden it is provided that in any district in which 
the money produced by a tax of five dollars on a 
thousand dollars of the inventory is insufficient to main- 
tain the required elementary and special schools, and to 
provide the necessary text-books, scholars’ supplies, flags 
and appurtenances, the state board shall furnish the 
balance of the money necessary from money appropriated 
for that purpose by the provisions of the act. At the last 
school meeting Northfield qualified as a state aided dis- 
trict. The amount of money raised at that time will not 
be sufficient to complete this school year. The state will 
furnish the balance necessary. 


I would call attention to the fact that the fiscal year 
ends August .31. The money raised at the coming school 
meetings is for the school year beginning September 1 
next and is not available until that time. The several 
school boards have reported in accordance with the law 
the probable needs for another year. Unless the school 
meeting shall see fit to alter these estimates the selectmen 
will assess these amounts as reported. 

The nation wide shortage of teachers has become a 
real and growing menace. ‘There seems to be no pros- 
pect of immediate relief. There is, however, hope for the 
future in that the general public has become aroused to 
the seriousness of the situation and is ready to give to the 
teacher substantial recognition of the value of her ser- 
vices. If we are to continue to have the fine type of 
teacher in our schools we must be prepared to offer ade- 
quate and reasonable compensation. 

The contracts which Tilton Union. and Tilton Town 
districts have with Tilton Seminary will need to be re- 
newed this spring. I am sure that it is the settled policy 
of the districts to furnish full secondary school privileges 
to the boys and girls and that there will be no question 
about the renewal of the contracts, even though the cost 
per pupil may be increased, 
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Northfield. 


Five schools have been in session since the beginning of 
the year in September. We were delayed in opening the 
Rand school because of failure to secure a teacher. Fin- 
ally Miss Edith Stevens consented to substitute for the 
fall term. -Miss Jessie O. Hall of West Lebanon was se- 
cured for the remainder of the year. Had there not been. 
those in the community who were qualified to teach and 
were willing to make a personal sacrifice we might have 
found ourselves with closed schools. The following is 
the list of teachers:

I wish to commend the teachers for their fine spirit, 
their manifest loyalty, and their willingness to cooperate. 
There is much that can be done to improve the school 
room work. I think that a beginning has been made. 

The school census taken in September showed 86 chil- 
dren of the district between the ages of five and sixteen. 
October 1 our enrolment in the schools was 74 and there 
were nine children in attendance at Franklin. Our pres- 
ent enrolment is 65. The largest school is at Oak Hill. 
The attendance in some of the schools has been very 
good. In others it has not been satisfactory. For several 
reasons the attendance at Oak Hill has been poor. Irre- 
gular attendance does not tend to make a good school. 

There are ten children from this district attending Til- 
ton Seminary. ‘The district pays for each pupil a tuition 
charge of $55 per year. This does not include the use 
of text-books, cost of supplies, and various other expenses. 
Would not the district like to offer to its children full 
secondary school privileges? This might be done by mak- 
ing a contract with the Seminary. 

The state board of education has adopted certain regu- 
lations in regard to health and physical welfare of school 
children. In districts where medical inspection has not 
been adopted “there shall be employed, as the _ school 
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board may direct, a school nurse, who shall make not less 
than one annual examination of pupils, note and record 
their physical condition, together with diseases and de- 
fects, notify teachers and parents, and with the aid of 
teachers and superintendent labor to secure remedial 
treatment when necessary.” 

Herein is recognized the duty which the school has of 
watching the physical growth and development of the 
child and of safeguarding his health as far as possible. 
Nothing has been done so far to carry out this regulation 
of the state board. It is expected, however, that Miss 
Mary Davis, the efficient district nurse of Tilton and 
Northfield, will be able to make the examination as re- 
quired in the spring. 

A survey of the school buildings of the district shows 
that none of them meet the minimum requirements in all 
particulars. Sanitary toilets were built at the Center 
school and Oak Hill during the summer. These were at- 
tached to the building and are accessible only from the 
schoolroom as should be the arrangement. Similar toilets 
were put in at Bean Hill the year before. The _ toilet 
conditions at the Rand and Tibbetts schools are very bad 
and should not be tolerated longer. All the buildings are 
below the standard in the matter of lighting. Again the 
chief offender is the Tibbetts. This building is in no way 
satisfactory. Would it not be good policy to enlarge and 
remodel this building and put it into first-class shape? An 
acre more or less of the adjoining land should be pur- 
chased for a play ground and the building moved in a 
little from the road. JI make this recommendation. I 
hope the school meeting may see fit to make a reasonable 
appropriation for this purpose. 


Tilton Town. 


Two of our tried teachers we were able to retain this 
year, Miss Genevra Houston at the Highlands and Miss 
Mina Pike at Lochmere. We are extremely fortunate 
in securing Miss Una Kimball of Concord for No. Four. 
Miss Kimball has had considerable experience and is a 
fine type of teacher. Miss Hazel Sutton of Concord is 
the teacher at Sanborn Road. 

The enrolment at No. Four in September was thirty- 
eight. In addition there were sixteen other children who 
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belonged in this school in attendance at the Union school 
in grades seven and eight. This means a large tuition 
bill but to provide for them at No. Four was out of the 
question. We are fortunate in being able to make pro- 
vision for these upper grade pupils at the Union school. 
Recent removals have reduced the enrolment at No. Four 
to twenty-six and the enrolment of our pupils at the 
Union school to eleven. ‘The enrolment at Lochmere this 
year is larger than usual. At the present time there are 
thirty-four pupils. Miss Pike continues to do her good 
work at this school. The enrolment both at Sanborn 
Road and Highlands continues small. 

The school census which was taken in September 
showed 117 children in the district between the ages, of 
five and sixteen. At that time there were 87 pupils en- 
rolled and 17 in schools outside the district. 

We have fourteen children from this district attending 
Tilton Seminary and two at Franklin high school. 

There has long been need of new furniture at the No. 
Four school. I am glad to report that this building has 
now been equipped with adjustable seats and desks for 
the children. The interior of this building received a 
much needed coat of paint during the summer and the in- 
terior of the Highlands school was also freshened. Our 
buildings are all in reasonably good condition and repair 
but not one of them meets the requirement of the state 
board in the matter of lighting. The regulation is that 
most of the light shall come from the left and rear of 
the pupils and that the ratio of the lighting surface to 
the floor surface shall be one to five. In all our buildings 
the ratio is much lower than this. It would seem advisable 
that this defect be remedied in one of the buildings before 
another year. A special appropriation would be neces- 
sary for this purpose. 

Our total expenditures to date this year have been 
about $2,950. We have a balance on hand of $2,200. 
This sum will not be sufficient to meet the expenses for 
the remainder of the year and it will be necessary to 
make a deficiency appropriation at the school meeting. 


Tilton Union. 


We are fortunate in that we have not suffered because 
of the shortage of teachers nor because of many changes 
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in our force. Miss Catherine M. Gile who had been a 
successful teacher in our fourth grade resigned at the 
close of the winter term. Mrs. L. A. Willis substituted 
very acceptably is this room during the spring. At the 
opening of the new year Miss Foss was transferred from 
grade three to grade four, Miss Bailey from grade five 
to grade three, and Miss Helen Thompson took charge 
of grade five. Miss ‘Thompson has handled her work 
admirably. Miss Josephine Emery who gave us but two 
days of her time last year is now giving us three days. 
Since the first of November Miss Laura Wyatt has been 
working in grades one, two, and seven as assistant. 

Interesting closing exercises were held on the after- 
noon of June 20 and certificates of graduation presented 
to the members of the eighth grade. The class numbered 
31. Twenty-two from this class entered Tilton Semi- 
nary and two others entered other higher schools. This 
is the best record we have had for several years. ‘There 
are in all fifty-one from this district at the Seminary. 


Our enrolment shows no particular increase over last 
year.., At the present ‘time is 335.- -I have ‘before: called 
attention to the over-crowding in several of the rooms. 
It is of course impossible to do the best work under such. 
conditions. Furthermore, it is impossible to develop the 
school as it should be developed because of lack of room. 
We need a kindergarten. The seventh and eighth grades 
ought to be organized as a junior high school. We need 
a well-lighted, properly-equipped room for manual train- 
ing. ‘There should be facilities for giving our upper 
grade girls a course in cooking. I believe it is time that 
we began to have a vision of an additional building. which 
would make possible these improvements. 

The work of Americanization in teaching English to 
non-English speaking adults and in furnishing instruction 
in the privileges, duties, and responsibilities of citizenship 
is declared by the new school law to be “an essential part 
of public school education”. We have maintained this year 
an interesting evening school of about twenty pupils. The 
fine spirit which those who attend manifest and their 
willingness and eagerness to make a real personal sacri- 
fice to be present are an inspiration to us all. 

Our treasury shows a balance of approximately $4200. 
This amount will not be sufficient to meet the expenses for 
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the remainder of the year. Our expenditures will show 
a considerable increase over last year. A reasonable re- 
quest on the part of the teachers was met by a substan- 
tial increase in salaries effective January 1. It will be 
necessary to make a deficiency appropriation at the school 
meeting in order that we may meet our obligations. 

In conclusion I want to make an appeal for a more 
general attendance at school meetings. It may be com- 
plimentary to the school board and the superintendent to 
have but a half-dozen people out to a school meeting, but 
I have my doubts. I do not think it manifests a healthy 
interest. The schools do not belong to the school board 
nor to the superintendent. You, Mr. Citizen and Mrs. 
Citizen, have a vital interest in them. Why not find time 
to attend the school meeting? Is it not one of the duties 
of citizenship ?
